MADISON, Wis., Nov. 5.— An a n ti­ 
tobacco crusade In the high schools 
of Wisconsin is being conducted by 
principals with the backing of the 
state su perintende nt’s office and ed­ 
itors of educational journals. Out 
of 163 Wisconsin principals wrho re­ 
ported to former Senator H. P. Bird, 
only four said there was no smoking 
in their schools, 
w’hile 
in 
some 
schools the percentage of smokers 
among the boys ranged as high as 
75 per cent. The average was about 
30 per cent. There is a law on chil­ 
dren using tobacco, imposing a fine 
of $10 or thirty days’ imprisonment 
for any person under 16 smoking to­ 
bacco in any form in public places 
except when accompanied by a par­ 
ent or guardian. 
There is a movement to discour­ 
age smoking among university un­ 
derclassmen. At the opening convo­ 
cation this fall. President Van Hise 
urged in strong term s th at freshmen 
refrain from smoking. It is said the 
practice among them is not as prev­ 
alent as usual.

If I retire 
to private life by virtue of the vote 
of my constituents tomorrow I can 
do so satisfied that to some little ex­ 
tent I have accomplished something 
for the protection of the health and 
lives of my fellow men. 
My work 
in congress has not been of such a 
nature that it appeals to the public 
mind and imagination in the 
same 
sense that work of some others does 
— yet I feel that my congressional 
career has been of some good and lf 
legislation which I have worked for 
is the means of preventing injury or 
death to workmen, or doing away 
with occupational disease, I shall feel 
content with what I have been able 
to accomplish.” 
With this statement Congressman 
John Esch closed his speech in theLa 
Crosse Theater last night— the 
last 
speech of the 
campaign of 1912. A 
large audience attended the meeting, 
filling nearly every seat on the low­ 
er floor of the theater. Assemblyman 
John E. McConnel opened the dis­ 
cussion with an address on state Is­ 
sues and he was followed by Con­ 
gressman Esch who discussed ques­ 
tions of national government. 
Congressman Esch dealt with the 
problems and issues 
that are con­ 
fronting the nation with masterful 
eloquence and logic and was closely 
followed throughout by his audience 
who often interrupted him with ap­ 
preciative applause. 
His terse clas­ 
sification of the different ideas 
of 
dealing with the trust problem as 
annunciated in the platforms of the 
political parties and the impossibil­ 
ity or impracticability of putting the 
Roosevelt, Wilson and socialist the­ 
ories into practice was perhaps the 
most interesting part of his speech 
and is given briefly as follows: 
Socialist Theory 
“The socialists say: ‘Let the peo­ 
ple own the trusts.’ 
Yet they do not 
say how7 the government shall come 
into possession of the great combi­ 
nations of capital. 
The railroads of 
the country alone 
represent more 
than eighteen billions of dollars of 
investment. 
If we squeezed the wa­ 
ter out of their stock there would 
remain at least twelve billion 
dol­ 
lars worth of property. 
The people 
would be paying interest on bonds 
for generations if we took this pro­ 
perty over. 
The railroads represent 
but a small share of the industries 
and trust activities of the country. 
They would total a staggering sum. 
“ Roosevelt 
would 
legalize 
the 
trusts. 
If you undertook to legalize 
the present 
monopolies you would 
legalize watered stock and it is not 
right that the people should be forc­ 
ed to pay prices and rates made to 
pay interest on stock that does 
not 
represent a dollar 
of 
investment. 
That would put the stamp of gov­ 
ernment approval on monopoly. 
“ \\ ilson says: 
‘Restore competi­ 
tion to remedy the 
evils 
brought 
about by the trusts.’ 
He would rel­ 
egate the control of the trusts to tfie 
state legislatures. 
Under this treat­ 
ment there would be fory-eight reg­ 
ulative bodies, working not in uni­ 
son or harmony. 
Some states would 
have more stringent laws than oth­ 
ers. 
The trusts would 
go 
to the 
states that had the most lax laws. 
Trusts do not confine their business 
to one state. 
A trust often does the 
greater part of its business outside 
of the state in which it is incorpor­ 
ated.
